ABOUT THIS PUBLICATION The Monthly Summary of Statistics, Australia contains, at the time of 
printing, the latest available data on a wide range of topics. It provides a 
comprehensive overview of the economic and social conditions in 
Australia. 


In the contents pages, tables of series containing seasonally adjusted 
indicators are marked with a dagger (7). 


As well as being adjusted for normal seasonal factors, some of the 
statistical series included in the Monthly Summary of Statistics, Australia 
have been adjusted for the effects of calendar variation: namely, 
trading-day effects (arising from the varying numbers of Sundays, 
Mondays, Tuesdays, etc. in a month) and the influence of movable 
holidays, for example, Easter and Australia Day. 


Trend estimates are shown for some series in which the seasonally 
adjusted series have been smoothed to reduce the impact of the 
irregular component.

ABS PUBLISHING NEWS 


GRAPES CRUSHED AND WINE PRODUCTION AT RECORD LEVELS 


Preliminary results from the wine and spirit production and stocks 
collections for 1995-96 indicate that record levels were achieved. 


For the 1995-96 Wine Production collection preliminary results show 
there were 602.4 million litres of beverage wine produced in Australia, 
up 31% on 1994-95 and up 14% on the previous record of 530.5 miilion 
litres recorded in 1993-94. Wine production rose in all three of the 
major wine producing states with South Australia up 25%, New South 
Wales up 47% and Victoria up 26%. South Australia produced just under 
half (48%) of all Australian wine produced in 1995-96. The quantity of 
fresh grapes crushed in 1995-96 rose by 40% to 859,859 tonnes. More 
than two-thirds of the grapes crushed (71%) were white grapes. 


Stocks of Australian beverage wine owned by winemakers as at 30 June 
1996 were 728.1 million litres.
